The conclusion of a treaty between 
the United Scatfi:? nnd Orea adds an- 
other to the peacef'il suoce^pei of .lytneri- 
ean diplomacy in the f ir East. Nearly 
»hii'tv veirs a<rf> th»^ Anv-ric iti Commo- 
dore Perry, evercumuiLr obstacles which 
h<td baffled almo:it eve I y E .iropean na- 
• ■\ and without fM'in^ a shot or leav- 
ill-feeling behind, succeeded in 
!■ --aintj .Japiin to fore'tpfn intereaarse. 
Four yeai*8 later Mr. Townsend H.irri<?» 
the American I'livoy. from the seclusion 
of his leg^ition ;it Suim ida, without the 
♦•moral" support of a sin3;le ^^mboat, 
negotiated the treaty wi^h the Japanese, 
which in-' been t!ie ni .del for all th*; 
treaties made up to the present m )ment 
with the people! Two years aj?o Com- 
modore Schutelt, in t'le course of a 
cruise round the world in the United 
States war vess3l Ticonderoga, called 
into one of the Corean harbats with a 
letter for the Kinof, expressing the de- 
sire of the President, for a treaty of 
amity and commerce. I^avin^ this 
docjment, he dep.trred as peacefully as 
he had arrived. NVheu the Coreans had 
bad ample time to digest hi ^ request and 
to consult their snserain, the Saip«ror 
of China, the Coramoil >re returned 
alone, and after a few month*i stay in 
North (>hina, wvmied Mar way to th« 
United States to obtain the ratificitlon 
of a treaty in which the King of Corea 
expresses *^hi«j earnest desire to estab> 
lish retalions between the two conntrie) 
on a permanent and friendly footing, 
and to faciVttat<» commercial inter- 
conrs^.** The **s6lHr vtOMkmtnh 
force*' on which a distint^isRed English 
diplomatist said our relations with Eas- 
tern counties must alone re>t has been 
consplcuotii aU throQgU the American 
ofiicor^i, degocl»tlotti only bj tti ab^ 
sence. 

The history of Europeail IntCnvoiirse 
with the inhabitants of the little penin- 
sula in Northeastern China is brief and 
melancholy. The touching storj of the 
crew of the Dutch vessel wrecked on 
the Island of Quelpaert in the middle of 
the seventeenth century, who were de- 
tained among the Coreans for more 
than thirty vears, as told by their ♦♦Sec- 
retary," wifl be found in the pages of 
♦♦Pinicerton," aud need not be further 
referred to here. It was not until the 
treaty of Tien-tsin had ope;ied North 
China and Manchuria to the zeal ot 
Roman Catholic missionaries that Corea 
was agiin visited by Europeans. The 
Jesuit fathers seem to h ive made their 
way there about 1«G2 C3. We have now 
only their own aocouiits of what ta)1t 
place. Their effort.s to make converts 
were, they say, crowned with success 
for a few years. But in 1865 commenced 
a persecution unparalleled even in the 
frightful annals of religious persecution 
In the East. It is said that 160,000 Co- 
reans, men, women and children, lort 
their lives on this <)cc'i>ion. Of the 
French priests, four a'orte escaped in 
disguise and assisted by some of the 
faithful of their tl ock. An attempt was 
made by the French fleet in the China 
seas tu take vengeance for (his slaugh- 
ter, bat it was nnsuooesslal. Until the 
history of modern Corea is st tidied by 
our scnolars in the native works them- 
selves, we can not correctly ascertain 
the cause of this persecution. Meantime, 
the student of the historv of other 
Oriental natioas who iiads anal9gotta 
events will probably look fot analogous 
causes.

Eromptly discovered and imprisoned, to 
e released a few m >nths afterward at 
the intercession of the Governments nf 
China and Japan. But tens of thousands 
(rf wretched Corean?, who were snp« 
posed to lie laMitC'l v.ith Christianity, 
suffered death, many of them with the 
mo«t horrible torture, because of this 
gentle man^s ambition to be a martyr. 
An American naval expedition sent to 
punish an outra^re on a bhip which 
sailed no one of the Corean rivers met 
with litlle more sneee^s than its French 
predecessor. In 18G8 a steamer manned 
by American and European filibusters 
set out from Shanghai to rob the tombs 
of the Corean Kings, either for the sake 
of the gold coflins in which Mendez 
Flnto says they were inclosed, or be- 
cause the Jesuits reported that the body 
of a dead King could be held for almost 
any ransom. In 1860 Ignatieff, then 
Russian representative at I'ekin, taking 
advantage of the Chinese difficulties 
with England and France, obtained tbe 
cession of a vast tract of Corean terri- 
tory lying in the Amour region. 

These are a few of tbe salient points 
in the history of Corean intercourse 
with the civilized nations of tho West, 
and it hardly seems a matter for great 
surprise that Corea should have prefer- 
red exclnsion to more intercourse ol 
this description. Nor is it diiVicultto 
Itelieve the tales told by Japanese trav- . 
elers of pillars erected over the whole* 
conntry calling down a curse on the 
head of h'ni who should first propose 
friendship with the hated foreigner. 
Political oontiderations have ultimately 
prevailed. Chinese and Japanese states- 
men have long been persuaded that the 
only chance of preserving Corea from 
absorption into Knssia and their own 
countries from a standing menance wa» 
to open it to foreign intercourse. Fol- 
lowing their Goansels, Corea has now 
entered the comity of nations. C.»m- 
meroirtl advantages she has few to offer. 
Her total trade with Japan during 1881, 
at the thrM opened ports, hardly ex- 
ceeded a quarter of a million .sterling. 
There is said to be much mineral 
wealth, but this most be mere surmise' 
at present. Trade or no trade, it is to 
be hoped that the little kingdom which 
has just came among us will present an 
instance of at least one Oriental nation 
with which England can continue to 
live without violence or bloodshed. — 
PaU MaU Oazetle,

It is strange that Cajptain 
Marcum, himself an ex-soldier oi the 
Union armv, could expect men to stand 
up and be shot down, wltboul resiatanoe, 
especially when thev were acting strictly 
within the law and lawful diacbarge of 
duty.

Tho^e "philau- 
Ihropists"" have their partners in Lon- 
flon, who, in ?onio case', have opened 
oflices, and in others affee.ed a quasi- 
official connection with tlfe CaAfidlatt 
and American rjovpr nmenti. The^o 
•peculators ostensibly undertake to placj 
Tonn^ men under the ca'-e of farmers in 
this cnuntrr upon the payment of from 
.«2^/i to *'»00 a year, in reality, howeve:*, 
their prime object is plunder. In plau- 
sible prospectuses they hold out as » 
bait tnat two or three yoar^' tuition wiU 
give the boys «uch a mi*tery of the sci- 
ence of a^VicuUnre that the road to 
fortnno vvill be much easier than ♦Moil- 
ing off a lo^/' From the experience 
given by some of the disgusted youths 
who have strasrgled home nsrdn these 
fwindlers handlo their vi'!ti'.n-s in tiiis 
, fashion: After the friends of the youih 
have paid for one year's tuition in farm- 
ing, be finds himself in an American 
town. He is frequently told that there 
is no vacancy for the moment, and he 
has to pass some weeks at a hotel. In 
the end, ro im is fo in 1 for him in the 
farming estabiishmerit of the "philan- 
thropist,^' or he U placed with a f armer. 
In the first instance he is left to idle 
away his time, he is ha'f-starved, and 
he drinks whisky with his fellow pu- 
pils ; in the second instance he is eitner 
idle, or he is put to paintincr fences. <>r 
some other such eniploymeit. Often 
before the end of the first year he jives 
the whole thing up in despair, and re- 
turns to England, having acquired a 
number of bad habits, and as ignorant 
of everything connected witji farmingr as 
when he left it. The cases cited show 
that this bu-iness thrive-J. One specu- 
lator is montioned who within the past 
five years haa managed to obtain prem 
lams from more than G )0 lacb. Suo- 
pose the parents of these boys paid the 
fall )>remiam, and that the 'philan- 
thropist" succeeded in securing the 
rates from each for two ve vrs. This 
would net just §GUO,OOU. the cost of 
carr}in^ on such a business it oompara 
tively trifling, the profits are enormous.

The word moth was derived from two 
Gk>tbio words meaning to gnaw and to 
eat. It was formally applied to moth- 
worms only, but is now also applied to 
millers or "night batterflieis." When 
we say moths we generally mean the 
little wormlike caterpillars that eat 
woolen goods. In M.ay or June the 
cloths moth miller (Titiea Jiaui/rontella) 
is of a light bnff, orown-eolor, with a 
silky luster and a long narrow body. It 
flies around at night, and every one seen 
should be killed if possible. When it 
rests it does not fold its wings oot 
straight, but rather rolls them around 
the body. The miller searches for a 
good place where plenty of wool i$ 
Foand and after depo.siting the eggs it 
dies. The eggs hatch in about fifteen 
days. The larvo} begins to gnaw little 
barrows throagh the sabstance in which 
they are, covering themselves with its 
small partiples. In the fall they cease 
eattng*, make a sort of Utile ooooonoai 
of their food, remain dormant all win- 
ter, and in the following ^P^^jS ^^^^S^ 
into pupa) before emerging.
